Forty Years’ 


—The Jerusaiem chamber, where the 
New Testament committee of revisers have 
beld their meetings since June 22, 187¥, 
was originally the periorof the Abbo’ 
palace, aud is associated with many inter 
esting events in English history. It was 
to this spot that Henry [V was convey. 1 
when seized with bis Jast illness, and wh: re 
he died, March 20,1413. ‘It was here, in 
the deysof the long parliame:t, that the 
celebrated sssembly of divines, driven by 
the cold trom Henry VII's chapel, he'd its 
sixty-sixth session, on Monday, October 2, 
1643, and continued to meet until its closing 
session (the eleven hundred and sixty-third), 
on February 22, 1649. Here were prepare 
the famed Westminster confession of faith 
and tae longer aud shorter catechisms of 
the Presbyterian churches of Scot- 
land, and, for many generations, 
of the independents of England. Here, 
also, just 50 years later, at the suggestion of 
Dr. Tillotson, then dean of Canterbury, the 
memorable commission appointed by 
William III. assembled to devise a basis for 
a scheme of compreheusion in a revision of 
the English prayer book. in the oblong 
room, somewhat narrow for its length, 
measuring about 40 feet from north tosouth 
and about 20 from east to west, the New 
Testament company have held the larger 
number of their sessions, the whole num- 
ber being 497, the total number of attend 
ances 6.426, and the average attend- 
ance at each meeting, 158 members.

With a naturai 
inclination for prying into the secrets of 
the deep he came to know by heart, from 
searching old records and in some instan:

Among them all there was one that 
joomed up in monumental proportions over 
the heads of the others, so far as value wes 
concerned, This was aSpanish man-of-war 
sunk near the mouth of the Rio de la Plata 
in the year 1800. It was a vessel sent out 
o collect tribute from the differeut Spanish 
possessions, and was returning to Spain 
with nine million dollars in Spanish gold 
when astorm arose. After a brief spell the 
ship sprang a leak and went to the bottom 
with every oneon board. The money at 
the time was contained in a _ strong 
iron tank or safe, and is, it is suppos 
ed, to this day lying at the bottom of the 
ea undisturbed. VCaptain Jones and his 
crew six months ago located the wreck and 
put buoys around it to mark the place, and 
having made a:rangements with the Uru 
guayan government toward the protection 
of the wreck during their abseuce, sailed 
for America to prepare for the work of re 
covering the money. The captain’s first, 
step was to come to Philadelphia and con 
tract with Neafie & Levy to construct him 
a steamship for the especial business of 
wrecking, and the vessel is now completed. 
She is pronounced by experienced en 
gineers and others who have been 
engaged in wreckage all their lives a: 
one of the best vessels for the purpose ever 
turned out on the United States coast. She 
has cost $75,000, The deck house has been 
constructed of the thickest plank, and is 
calculated, as its chief engineer said yes 
terday, to withstand “the heaviest sea tha! 
ever was.’’ The craft is broad and heavy— 
about half as large as the decks of oneof the 
American line steamers Bre udth is one of 
her chief points as it is calculated to give 
plent y of leverage for all the work con 
nected not only with the raising of the 
treasure butewith the clearing away of the 
enormous amount of mud that lies on top 
ofit. This part of the work will be done 
with heavy pumps. There is every appli 
ance for the successful operation of this 
part of the machinery. ‘There are other 
small engines for supplying air to the di 
vers. 
To remove twenty feet of mud from the 
top of a wreok would seem at a cesual —_ ce 
to be an almost impossible undertaki 
But the engineer and crew of the Fortuna 
laugh at the idea. “Why, my heaveas: 
said the steward, an impulsive little 
lrenchman, ‘‘we’ve got a pump here ’at’!!

destroyed by fire, the pump having forced 
along with mud and water, the coins 
through the pipe. 
Engineer, mate and crew are all sanguine 
over the resuit of the expedition and have 
abundant faith in the “old man,” as they 
call the captain. The steward, who has 
been with Captain Jones longer than any of 
the otbers, says that if he fails in this it 
will be the first time he has failed since he 
has been in the business. The crew altv- 
vether number fifteen men, every one of 
them experienced divers The captain 
himself, the steward says, is “the bass 
diver,”’ fhe sieward also is a good 
diver, Divers’ waits form a con- 
siderable item anion the list of articles 
stowed away in ihe vessel’ s bunkers. Each 
has a long section of rubber pipe attachment 
lor the purpose of giving air to the diver 
when at worg on the wreck from an air 
tank on the vessel above, which is kept con- 
— supplied by an air pump. How 
ong they will be engaged in their work oi 
attempting to recover the treasure is not
